Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma, from the Committee on Indian Affurs, 
submitted the following

The Committee on Indian Affairs, to whom was referred the bill 
(S. 2698) to set aside certain lands in Oklahoma for the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians in Oklahoma, having considered the same, report 
thereon with the recommendation that it do pass without amendment. 

This proposed legislation was Buggested by the Secretary of the 
Interior, in a communication dated June 17, 1937, addressed to the 
President of the Senate who referred the same to your committee for 
cotiHideration; thereafter, your oonMnittee authorized the introduction 
of II bill, S. 2698, for the purpose of carrying out the wishes of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and thereafter said bill S. 2698 was referred 
to your conmiittee for fiu-ther' consideration. 

The communication of the Secretary of the Interior, dated June 17, 
1937, above referred to, is attached hereto and made a part of this 
report as follows:

Mt Dsar Mb. Fbhsidbnt; There Is enclosed a draft of proposed lerislfttlon 
to set aside certain lands ia Oklahoma for the Oheyeane and Arapaho Indians. 

For many years an Indian boarding school was operated on th« Soger Colony 
School Reserve. The boarding school has been discontinued and now a day 
school oooupies the former bou^ng school plant and uses a small part of the 
reserve. Tne balance of the reserve has been used for an Indian rehabilitation 
project. By using the sobool site It has not been neoeuary to purchase lands for 
thiH purpose. 

The sum of $32,000 has been expended in developing the projeot, which sum Is 
to be treated as a grant to the tribe. The Indians who are settled upon the land 
will pay a Qxed annual charge for the Improvements that have been constructed 
from these funds, which payments will go into a tribal revolving fund. Ko 
payments are to be made for the use of the land. 
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2 SET AMIDi: LANDS B'OU CHEYENNE AND AIIAI'AIIOE INDIANS 

To date 13 famUles have been plsceJ \ipon the laiid described in the proposeti 
bill. These faiiilllea, Includlne depfliidentB, invnlve a total of about 76 individuals. 
It ii eatimated that the land ir capable of aupporting an additional &ve families. 

The Seger Colony School Reserve is made up of approximately four sectlonu. 
Three of the sections are within the former Cheyeinje, ^nd Ar»palio Reservatioii, 
and title was transferred from the Indians to the United ytates by tlie agreement 
of October 1890, ratified by the act of March 3, 1861 (26 Stat. L., 989, 1022), 
subject to use for Indian educational purposes. One section waa reserved from 
the public duniaia. Under the 1890 agreement tiie Indians received only bIhiuI 
fiO cents an acre for the lands they ceded. This was clearly much less than tlie 
actual value of the lands. By the act of June 17, 1910 (36 Stat. L., 533), CotigreKs 
authorised the Secretary of the Interior to Bell, at not less tlian $6 per acre, any 
landa formerly within the Cheyenne and Arapaho Reservation reaervfd for b(;1iooI 
and agency purposes, and directed that the proceeds from such sales be deposited 
to the oredit of the IndlanB. By this action Congress bus recognized an equity 
Id the lands in the Indians because of their value being so greatly in excess oT 
the price paid for them. 

The bill, if enacted, will leave fee title to the lands which are being used in 
ooDnection with the rehabilitation project in the United States, but will impose a. 
trust in (avor of the Indians of the Cheyenne and Arapaho Reservation, tliiis 
giving the tracts the status of other tribal lands. Title to tlie lands wliicli aiii 
needed for the day eobool will not be affected, The land described in the bill 
comprises approximately 1,908 acres. 

The reliabilitatioH project is now definitely established and It is not expected 
that any funds outside of regular appropriations will be needed in administering it. 

la view of the foregoing, I rceomiiioiid that thts entlosed draft of propuisiid 
legi^ation receive favorable consideration. 

The Acting Director of the Bureau of the Budget lias advised that therts is no 
objection to the presentation of this report to the Congress.

Section 15 a tfact beginning at the northeast corner thereof, thence west along thi; 
north line of the section eighty-eight rods, thence south one hundred and sixty 
rods, thence east eighty-eight rods to the east line of the section, thenoe north one 
hundred and sixty rods to the point of beginning: Provided, That until othetwiifc 
directed by Congress none of the lands shall be allotted in severalty. 
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
